English Mail 

(Per steamship North Paolne.) 

Mrs. Cobden died at 6 a. in., on the 
17th of April, of dropsy, at her resi- 
dence, Dunford.near Midhurst, Subscx. 
She was, sa.ys the "Times," Catherine 
Anne, daughter of Mr. Hugh Williams, 
and grand-daughter of Mr. David 
Williams, of Gellygoch, Mongomery- 
shire, and married, in 1840, the late 
eminent statesman, Richard Cobden, 
whose widow she was left by his 
death just twelve years ago. On her 
hueband's death, as our readers will 
remember, Mrs. Cobden received 
letters of condolence and other tokens 
of the respect universally felt for Mr. 
Cobden from the Emperor of the 
French, the Belgian Chamber of Com- 
merce, and other great personages and 
public institutions and abroad. From 
that time she lived iu retirement at 
Dunford, and was very unwilling to 
allow her naino to come before tho 
public, She leaves a family of four 
or five daughters to lament her loss. 
Her health wae much affected some 
years ago by the death of her only son. 

Lioutenaut-Colouel Martin, Box- 
grove, Guildford, lute cominamliug 4th 
(the King's Own) lloyals, writes to the 
"Times" on the subject of an "Inter- 
national Auti-Torpelio Association," 
which he informs us he is about to set 
on foot. He says : — " When explosive 
bullets and chain shot were invented 
and actually used in wax, nations 
unanimously agreed to discontinue 
their use and prohibit their manufac- 
ture; yet explosive bullets and chain 
shot, it must be admitted, are harmless 
as compared with torpedoas. Poison- 
ing is prohibited in wai\ Why not 
prohibit torpedoes, which are actually 
more subtle and deadly than poison, 
there being no antidote to or escape 
from them? It is our bounden duty to 
keep pace ruth other countries, but 
•very one will admit that the sooner 
the International Anti-Torpedo Asso- 
ciation has accomplished its task the 
better for tho cause of humanity." 

The "Do" Morgan demonstration in 
favor of the claimant proved a failure. 
A few persons lcpreaaiited the "hund- 
red thousand men who were to ap- 
proach the House," and Mr. De Mor- 
gan, following the example of the 
member of Stoke, prudently avoidod 
a collison with the police, who were 
present in large numbers, about 1,000 
being stationed in the lobby and cor- 
ridors. 

The "Whitehall Review"siys:— "It 
is reported— and we believe the report 
is not without foundation— that the 
Dowager Lady Rodney, of Old Aires 
ford — a sister of tho lata Lord Trede- 
gar, and of Mr. Oriboruo Morgan, M.

Her 
ladyship is said to have met him acci- 
dently at a railway station iu Hants 
Borne years ago, und then recognized 
him."

KKW SOUTH WALES. 

From the Sydney "Herald" we glean 
the following: 

The defeat of the government, which 
was adverted to in our last summaiy, 
culniinatedjin the resignatfon of the 
Ministry, and the accession to power 
of Mr. Parkes. 

His Exoelleuey William Wellington 
Cairns, C. M. G., arrived in Sydney 
March Kith, en route to South Aus- 
tralia, over which Colony he has been 
appointed governor. 

Since our laat report the country 
generally has been visited with abund- 
ant rain, and the drouth is spoken of 
in all parts as having terminated. 
This change has come in time for the 
grass to spring up before tho setting 
in of winter, and the pasture will con- 
sequently soon be in a condition to 
meet all the wants of the grazier. For 
some time past the stock has been in a 
very inferior condition inconsequence 
of the proionged dry and the absence 
of grass; the change we now report is, 
therefore, most salutory to the coun- 
try at large. The harvest runs are 
considered satisfactory.

The dissolution of Parliament takes 
place on the 25th proximo. The issue 
of writs will take place on the 30th 
proximo; and the nominations on May 
5th; polling, May 11th. The probable 
date of the meeting of the House is 
29th May.

B Davies, Chairman of Committees, for 
slander. 

A railway extension from Geelong 
to Biriagara was opened by the Minis- 
ter for Railways, who was the only 
minister present. 

A large party visited Fulton's 
foundry to witness the casting of iron 
for the Murray bridge, to be the larg- 
est in the colonies. 

An elderly man, named George 
Scott, has been committed for foiging 
an acceptance for £1-1,000. 

Floods at Ballarat have been very 
disastrous to property. Tho waters 
washed down in great force and carried 
away three houses. There were many 
narrow escapes, but, fortunately, there 
was no loss of life.

CABIBOO AND THE PROVINCIAL 
SECRETARY. 



The Premier in calling on Mr. Davio to 
fill tho important position of Provincial 
Secretary Las acted with customary saga 
oity and good senoo and with a due regard 
for the Bectional and industrial interests 
of the country. The first aud most im- 
portant consideration in the appointment 
of a Cabinet Minister is to ascertain that 
be is both honesl and capablo. None who 
have watched tho career of Mr. Davio 
(who grew up to man's estatoamongs-tus,) 
but will cheerfully admit that, he possesses 
the first qualification to an emineut degree; 
■while his rapid i i»o in a learned profes- 
sion thut includes amongst its membors in 
this City gontlemen who would adorn tbe 
Bar of any Province, and his short but 
useful career as a legislator, establish his 
capacity beyond tho shadow of a doubt. 
Tho nextcoVi leration which Mr. Elliott 
hud in view in the selection of Mr. Davie, 
wus a dot-he to meet ttio frequently ox 
pressed wiekof the present House to havo, 
as far as possible, every important Pro- 
vincial interest represented in his Cabinet. 
It has long been a subject of regret that 
whilst commerco and agriculturo had 
their Cabinet representatives the mining 
interests of the Province were not simi- 
larly favored. It is desiiuble, indeed, 
necessary, that when Executive matters 
that intimately affect tho welfare of min- 
ers arise there should bo incorporated 
with the Executive a member who repre- 
sents that interest in tho House, and who 
possessos the abi ity and industry to in- 
telligently urge the claims of his consti- 
tuents upon the attention of his col 
leagues. We believe the Premier has at 
times felt the need of such an associate; 
and that he has on occasions consulted 
Mr. Davie and Mr. Davie's colleagues as 
to measures uff. c.iing the welfare of their 
di trict Another coiisKUvatioti that must 
must have found weight with Mr. Elliott 
in making tho t-o.ection is tho fact thut 
Mr. Davio belongs to an influential body- 
in the House thut are known as Indepon- 
dent members; aud it seems reasonable 
that in filling up his Cubinet Mr. Elliott 
should select a gentleman of acknowledg- 
ed ability aud worth from the ranks of 
those who had given bis Government an 
independent support. Finally, tho Main 
land m the new appointee bus secured an 
eqnul representation in the Ministry with 
the Island aud the "political equilibrium" 
of the sections is restored. 

Mr. Davie in accepting office under 
the Govern mentis entitled to support 
Ho is a rising young mau in the legal 
piolession, and a devotion to that honor- 
able puisuit must in tho end to him re 
suit in success. But in addition to bis 
own professional interests ho has as £ 
legislator a nioro important duty to fill 
fill, to which ho must of necessity sacri 
lice to some extent his private interests. 
He is committed to serve British Colum- 
bia and the District of Cariboo, otherwise 
bo never would havo been elected. So 
far, in our judgment, ho has done his 
duty and redeemed bis pledges; aud in 
further fulfilment of that, duty ho has ae 
cepted office under tho Government. In 
dealing with the grave question concern 
ing the Railway he has ever kept in view 
the full rights 'of tho Province; not more 
ly the Mainland interests, but also those 
of tho Island. Pledged as he was to pro- 
mote tho carrying out of tho Carnarvon 
Terms, ho consistently advocated the ad- 
option of the views of the English Gov 
eminent as best calculated to obtain the 
performance of those terms; conceding 
therefore, tho temporary delay in con 
struetion recommended by tho English 
Government, because any other course 
would liavo alienated tho only coercive 
power British Columbia possessed, viz: 
the moral influence existed by England 
upon the Dominion— an iufluenco all the 
more powerful because it is to tho old 
country we must look for a release should 
Canada fiually fail in performing her 
treaty obligations. So far as the ques 
tionufthe Drydock is concerned, Mr 
Davio adheres to tho view enunciated by 
the last Government and advocated by tho 
present one, viz: that tho mouey to bo ad- 
vanced by Canada fur the Dock is not a 
mere loan but a substitution for the gua- 
rantee of iuttrest under tho Terms of 
Union. While the Dominion (unfortu- 
nately for us) has combatted our position. 
Mr. Davio has ugreod with Mr. Elliott in 
offering to refer tho matter to an impar- 
tial tribunal. The Opposition have fail- 
ed to suggest a more judicious course. 
Referring to his own di trict, Mr. Davie 
bas not been the least energetic of its 
members in pressing its cause. A perusal 
of the correspondence between the mem- 
bers for Cariboo and tlie Government will 
show how at all times he has brought an 
der executive notice the requirements of 
his constituency; requirements with the 
knowledge of which ho could only be- 
come acquainted after visiting, as ho has 
done, the various portions of his district 
and making himseli both personally and 
by writing thoroughly conversant with 
their wants. The development of quartz 
mines ami the providing ol a skilled in- 
structor fur tho purpose has largely occu- 
pied his attention, while tho opening-up 
of thorough moans of communication to 
Canyon and Cunningham Creeks, and tho 
repairs of the trails in the neighborhood 
of Kt ithley Creek have been udvocated 
by him. The temporary omission in tho 
giving out of the m • i I contract between 
Burltervillo and the Forks of Ques-aol was 
brought to the notice of the Dominion 
Government by Mr. Davio in tho Legia- 
latino. His aciion at all times has boen 
for measures anil not for mou, which is in 
keeping with his published address and 
speech in 1875, which wo give below as 
taken from tho files of tho Sentinel. If 
there be anything in his past conduct aud 
present position inconsistent with the 
views he there expressed it remains for 
bis adversaries to point it out. Not only 
did ho decline to ally himself with any 
party or man, but be distinctly intimated 
that on all new issues ho would act inde- 
pendently.

Gentlemen:— I have the honor to offer 
myself us a candidate to represent you iu 
the Legislative Assembly. 

I consider 1t to bo the duty of every 
British Columbian to stand up for tho 
riuhts of his o.mntry undt r tho terms of 
union, atd, if elected, bhall support the 
Railway policy of tho present Govern- 
mout. 

Money is required for public works and 
improvements," and I am in favor of tak- 
ing over from Canada the §900,000 for 
siioh purposes.

Mr. Davio was next called upon. Ho 
said British Columbia, though not en- 
joying all the advantages she had a right 
to oxpeot from tho Union was far more 
prosperous than if sho had not entered it. 
Cauada had released us of our debt, and 
by direct and indirect payments gave to 
us at tho present time between eight and 
nine hundred thousand dollars a year, 
while our Customs amounted only to 
$350,000 a year. As regards the Railway 
question, he was a British Columbian, 
and should always insist ou a firm and 
temporato mannor upon its construction. 
He had no objection to taking ovor the 
8900,000 from Canada. Tho mouey be- 
longed-to us. It was tho difference be- 
tween our debt at tho time of union aud 
that of other provinces. Wo required 
money for public works. No now country 
had over progressed without money, and 
we could make hotter uso of this than the 
5 per cent, which Cauada allowed. Cari- 
boo was entitled to its just proportion of 
these moneys and of the general rovenue.

THE RUSSIAN FLEET IN THE PA- 
CIFIC — WHY IT SAILED FROM 
SAN FRANCISCO. 

Until the United States Government 
had been officially imformed by ono or 
other of the belligerents that Turkey and 
Russia wore at war they could not take 
officiul cognizance of the presence in 
American waters of the Russian fleets. On 
Monday last the Turkish Minister at 
Washington notified President Hayes that 
Turkey is at war with Russia. Upon re- 
ceiving that notification it became tho duty 
of tho President of the United States to 
convoy to the Russian Admirals in Ame- 
rican ports the information that under tho 
three rules that form tho fundamental 
basis of tho Washington Treaty their 
ships must pnt to sea as speedily as pos 
sible. Accordingly, the fleet at San Fran- 
cisco has either sailed or will sail before 
Sunday. This iB tho only significance 
that can bo attaohed to tho movomonta of 
the fleet in question. Iu case of hostili- 
ties breaking out between two nations tbo 
ships of either can only visit neutral ports 
to revictual or coal. They caunot refit nor' 
mako tho neutral port a port of refuge. If 
unseaworthy they must dismantle; in no 
other way can they remain more than 48 
hours iu the harbor, off which a hostile 
fleet might bo waiting to destroy or cap- 
ture them. The three rules that form tho 
basis of tho Washington Treaty will also 
prevent the fitting out of privateers in a 
neutral port to prey ou tho commerce of 
powers at war with each other; and it may 
yet bo found that John Bull did not mako 
poor bargain when ho bought out 
Brothor Jonathan's Alabama claims. Tho 
rules read as follows: 
"A neutral Government is bound — 

First, to iif-o duo diligence to prevent 
the fitting out, arming, or equipping, 
within its jurisdiction, of any vessol which 
it has reasonable ground to believe is in- 
tended tocruiso or to carry on war against 
Power with which it is at peace; and 
also to use like diligence to prevent tho 
departuro from its jurisdiction of any 
vessel intended to cruiso or carry on war 
as ubi.vo, such vessol having been special- 
ly adapted, in wholn nr in part, within 
such jurisdiction, to warlike uso. 

Secondly, not to permit or suffer either 
belligerent to mako uso of its ports or 
waters as the baso of naval operations 
against the other, or for the purpose of 
the renewal or augmentation of military 
supplies or arms, or the recruitmout of 
men. 

Thirdly to exerciso due diligence in its 
own ports and waters, and, as to all per- 
sons within its jurisdiction, to prevent 
any violution of the foregoiug obligations 
and duties."

BUSINESS^FAILURES. 



Tho report of "failures thus far in 
1877," issued by the Mercantile Agency 
(Dun, Wiman & Co.) does not look well 
so far as the Dominion is concerned. The 
returns for the United States for the first 
quarter show a small iuorease in tho 
number of failures and a decrease of ton 
million dollars in the amount of liabili- 
ties, as compared with the corresponding 
quarter last year.

|Ueforo Mr. Justice Gray.) 

May mil, 1877. 

REPRIMANDED. 

George Scarf, a juryman, who had on 
the prerious day appeared iu tlio court- 
room in a drunken condition, was brought 
up and sevoroly reprimanded by the 
learned judge, who told him that ho 
could not have offered a gruater insult, 
not only to the Court but to tho country. 

Hia Lordship asked him how, if ho 
■wore a prisoner, he would like to bo tried 
by a drunl^pn juryman. Ho hoped the 
Sheriff would in future tako care that 
none but men of good character and 
habits were plaoed oa the jury list which 
■was in reality tho respectability roll of 
the country. 

LARCENY. 

John Burn* was then arraigned for 
stealing, in December last, a pocket-book 
containing 870 and two receipts from 
William Johns. 

The following jury were empanuel- 
led:- 

William Arthur (foreman), George 
Beckwith. J. A. Muuood, J. f Hawk ns, J}. 
C. Pettengill, K. Bowles/ Hy. Jewell, 
"Wen. Harrison, A. Phillips, A. Thomas, 
J. F. Fell and A. Watson. 

The prisoner was defended by Mr. Mo- 
Elmen. 

The Attorney-General in opening tho 
esse for tho down said, that the prisoner 
was charged with htealiug on or about tho 
20th Deoomber last, a pocket-book con- 
taining §70 and two receipts, iu a caloon 
kept by him, from a man numod William 
Johns. 

It was charged that the prosecutor went 
into the saloon, and thnt ho then hud 
some §70 about him besides ohuugo in 
•ilrer. Wu~it in the suloou he became 
intoxicatr' u and alleged that ho was rob- 
bed of h ° n .oney a-ud book. Subsequent- 
ly the receipt* which the prosecutor had 
in his book wore found in tho possession 
of the prisoner. The ca e was one or those 
which resulted mora or less from the 
prosecutor gettiug drunk; but that was 
no reason why ho should be deprived of 
justice. 

William Johns s worn, deposed that he 
was an ei^ressman and resided in Vio 
toria in Docember last. On tho 18th of 
that month ho received S100 from Mr. 
Joseph Spratt -$80 iu notes and 320 in 
■ibrer. He paid oat §20 in silror and one 
$10 bill for some debts ho owed about 
town. On tho evening of tho 19th, he 
went into tho saloon, Royal City, then 
kept by prisoaer; he had $70 in notes in 
a, pocket book, which was iu his outside 
breast pocket; the prisoner was attending 
to the business going on; there wore 
two or three others in the bar-room; wit 
nesB took several drinks and paid for them 
with silver he bad earned during the d»y; 
did not remember the name of auy person 
present except the prisoner's; tho last 
drink he took was about 20 minutes pa-t 
one in the morning and ho then found 
that ho was short of silver; told the pris- 
oner ho would pay 25 c-nts he owed in tha 
morniug; that be hud plenty of money 
about him, but it was all in notes; as ho 
said this he (witness) put up his hand 
to his pocket to indicate where the notes 
were; tho pooket-book was then in his 
pockot; prisoner shortly after told witness 
he had hotter goto bed; witness rofus- 
ed to do so, but prisoner iusistod on hit 
Bleeping with a friend of his; prisoner 
then put his right ifrm in his (witnoss') 
left aud took him along a passage into 
the room ho wished him to deep in; im 
mediately before that the pockot-book was 
in his pocket; witness went into tho room 
against his will, and wheu ho got there 
prisoner and his friend cummenced to 
h4ul off his boots; witness told them still 
that he would not go to bed; they, how- 
ever, placed him on tho bed and left him; 
the next thing witness remembered was 
pulling on his boots and returning to the 
barroom; ho had not been asleep and had 
not taken off auy of his clothes; he belie v 
ed that whilst he was on the bed a woman 
camo into tho room; when he got buck to 
the bar-room prisoner said it was lime to 
close up and lod witness towards tho door; 
as he was on tho sill of tho door ho told 
prisoner ho missed his pocket-book and 
money; prisoner gave witness a push and 
shoved him out and locked tho door; wit- 
ness kept knocking at the door and told 
prisoner that ho had got his pocket-book, 
and that if ho did not givo it to him ho 
would givo him in charge; prisoner did 
not answer, but put tho light out; subse- 
quently witness procured a policeman and 
returned to tho saloon, but they could not 
get admittance; tho n- xt morning witness 
told prisoner's partner (Ouiniottoj ha had 
been robbed, and Ouimotto then wont bo- 
hind tho bar and produced tho two ro- 
oepts which had been in his pocket book 
with his money; witness refused to take 
the receipts unless ho got his money with 
them; tho pri-oncr would not show him 
self, but sent word thnt ho know nothing 
shout tho mutter; tho witnoss then went 
to tho Police Court and charged tlie pris- 
oner with rubbing hiui, 

Tho witness was eiohs-exaniined at some 
length by Mr. McElraen, Ho denied that 
ho had accused prisoner's wife of robbing 
him, but adnjiltod that ho had stated ho 
believed sho was mixed up iu tho concern 
and that ho had told her she and her bus 
band had "axed the job" between them, 



John Griffith deposed to paying tho 
prosecutor, on behalf of Mr. Joseph 
Spratt, the sum of S100 in December last 
— S80 in notes aud S20 in silver. 

Arch. Jordou deposed that on tho night 
in question ho was sleeping on tho prison- 
er's promises; tho prisoner camo to his 
bedside and told him ho wanted him. Ho 
got up and wont into tho bar.room whoro 
prisoner aud his wife and Johns wore; 
prisonor toh] him that ho wantod Johns 
to sleep with him, ns Johns was drunk 
aud could not tako caro of himself, wit- 
ness couseuted and ho (witness) then 
wont into his room and lit a candle; a lit- 
tle afterwards prisoner and Johns stag 
gerod into tho bedroom; witness objected 
to Johus going to bed with his boots on 
and pullod them off; after this Johns sat 
on the bed and looking up at Burns said: 
'"Give me my pocket-book, you have got 
it." Burns denied having it and then 
Johns acouBnl Mrs. Hums of having it. 
Mrs. Bum- s also denied having it, and 
Johns 8iiid "I know d — d well you have 
it for you took it out of my p-jekot;" Mrs. 
Burns then handed him tlio pockot-book 
as he sat on tho bed; Johns then took the. 
elastic band off tho book and opened it 
and as he had it open prisoner reached 
forth his hand and took some papers out 
of it; Johus then said I have §80 stolon 
out of my pockot-book; before Johus said 
this Bums walked into tho barroom; after 
that witness went into tho barroom and 
told prisoner he had bettor tako tho papers 
baok or ho would got into trouble; pri- 
soner said tho receipts wero bills which 
Johus wanted him to sign his name to, 
but ho would not do it; witness then re- 
turned to his bedroom and Johns having 
loft it he weDt to bed. 

Cross-examined— When Humes took 
the papers out of the book witness saw 
nothing lilt o banknotes or money iu tho 
book. 

Superintendent Bowden deposed to the 
arrest of prisouor and to tho fact that the 
prosocutor had stated that Mrs. Burns 
took the pockotbook out of his pocket. 

Constable Sullivan also deposed that 
Johns informed him ho had been robbed 
by a woman — Burns' wife; when they 
wont down to the saloon Johns accused 
Mrs. Burns of robbing him, but sho de- 
nied it and askod why sho was not arrest- 
ed if he thought sho stole it; Johns ro- 
pliod that it was tho prisoner he wanted. 

L.H, Ouimette deposed that the follow- 
ing morning ho found tho roceipts (pro- 
duced) on the floor of tho saloon; later on 
the prosecutor came to tlio saloon and 
wanted to soo Burns, who bad not got up; 
Mrs. Burns came down anil said to Johns 
"You accuse mo of taking your money do 
you ?" then turning to witness sho said 
the man had been drinking on credit the 
night before. Mrs. Burns denied tho 
robbery and Johus refused to tako tho re 
ceipts unless he got his money back. 

Tliis closed the caso for tiio prosecution 
and as no witne-ises were Oalled for tho 
defence, Mr. MoElmen proceeded to ad- 
dress the jury on behalf of tho prisoner. 
The learned counsel argued that there 
was no direct evidence that the prisoner 
had been guilty of the crime with which 
ho was charged, and that at the worst the 
caso against him was merely ouo of sus 
piciou; tho witnesses which the Crown 
had called gave testimony whioh conflict- 
ed very seriously with tho statement of 
the prosecutor. There was no evidence 
that any of the mouoy was found on tho 
prisoner's promises; nor that prosecutor 
over really had the monoy in his book. 
The prosecutor had stated that he did not 
want to sleep at the saloon but a subse- 
quent witness contradicted this, aud al 
though Johns said ho had never seeu his 
pocket book since ho entered the saloon 
the witness Jordan who was sobor swore 
that Mrs. Burns put it into his bands 
when he was sitting on the bed. Subse- 
quently tho pioseoutor had aconsed Mrs. 
not Mr. Burns of robbing him, although 
in tho witness-box ho hud sworn tbut lie 
did no such thing. Tho prosecutor's evi- 
dence was thereforo quite incredible, 
There was no doubt that prosecutor got 
drunk and lost his money, if ho had any; 
but io say that tho prisoner took it was uu 
assumption not borno out by evidence. 
The witness Jordan was very positive that 
there was no money in tho pocket-book 
when prisoner took tho receipts out; aud 
taking iuto consideration tlio many con- 
tradictory statements made by tho proso- 
cutor, tho learned co'.msel submitted that 
tho Grown h.id failed to make out a caso. 

His Lordship pointed out that a very 
uico point of law was involved as to how 
fur the husband might bo held respon- 
sible for the action of his wife, sho acting 
as his servant aud in his aid anel being 
connected with him before and after the 
commission of a crime by herself. 

Tho Attorney-General, in reply, held 
that there was sufficient, e\id> lleo, even if 
tho wife wero really guilty of the crime, 
to implicate tliM prisoner who doubtless 
was cognizant of everything tho woman 
did. She bad accompanied tlio prisoner 
into tho bedroom, and it was in tha pri- 
soner's presence shortly afterwards 
that sho handed the prosecutor 
tho book. There was no evidence to 
show that it did not thou contain tho 
monoy, and oven if tho wife had been 
placed beside the prisoner it was just 
pos-ible that sho would bo acquitted be- 
cause she was acting under his coercion. 

His Lordship very carefully reviewed 
tho evidouce und pointed out that to find 
a verdict of guilty the jury would have to 
satisfy themselves, first, that tho prosecu- 
tor had tho money when he entered the 
saloon, 2nd, that it was stolon whilst in 
the suloou; 3rd, that be was robbed of it 
either by tho prisoner or his wife acting 
tin lor his instructions and by his author- 
ity and directions. His Lordship very 
minutely divected tho jury on points of 
law and explained tho bearing of tho 
evidence. 

Tho jury after an absence of two hours 
brought in a special verdict of guilty, not 
personally but through tho acts of his 
wifo. 

The logal point involved was reserved 
for aigument. 
The Court then adjourned.

They laid 
their eggs ou tho branches, wbiob some 
throe weeks ago wore hatched. They aro 
now ho numerous that tho trees will bo 
completely denuded of their entiio foli- 
age before very long, and unless some 
thing should interpose to cheek thoir ra- 
vages it is feared that they will attack 
coreal and root crops. After consuming 
the Gtttbapple foliage they next went for 
the willows, niid now they nro devouring 
alder, birch, nettles aud everything that 
come in thoir way. When a tri e's foliage 
is devoured, the caterpillars descend by 
the web they spin, spider fashion. Patties 
who have oreuaids arc busily fighting 
them.

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, May 15. — A number 
of prominent brokers of the big board 
met yesterday afternoon to concert 
measures to revive tho confidence of 
the people and ameliorate the demor- 
alized stuto of the stock market. A 
proposition wus made to close the 
board, but was not determined upon. 
A committee wus appointed to visit 
the Bunk of California, Nevada Bank, 
Anglo-California aud London and San 
Francisco banks, aud request those in- 
stitutions to stand in with the brokers 
iu assisting to protect holders of stocks 
or tho brokers would refuse to sustain 
their customers. It, was also determin- 
ed to issue an address to tho people 
upon tho subject of paying assess- 
ments. Resolutions were adopted
